Huerta Promises Early Reply. 


Washington, Nov. 6.—President Hu- 
rta has answered the demand of the 
Vashtaffton 
administration that he 


make known without delay his inten- 
tions in regard to quitting the presi- 
dency of Mexico. His reply is that he 
will make a detailed announcement 
within a few days. 


In the midst of the alarm in Wash-

Mr. Mltchel's great plurality, to 


which every borough contributed, sur 
prised even the most sanguine of bin 
partisans. With fourteen out of the 
sixteen votes In the hands of the fu- 
sionlsts, the city.treasury is out of the 
hands of Tammany, and another four 
years of constructive achievement Is 
expected. 


Assembly U Republican. 


Tammany also has lost the board of 


aldermen and the assembly. The next 
assembly will be composed of eighty- 
five Republicans, forty-eight Demo- 
crats and seventeen Progressives, thus 
assuring Republican domination.
